SHOWS UP VAST 


PROFITS IN OIL 


John Dee Takes Refuge in 


Claim That It was Aw- 


ful Risky Business.- 


New York, Nov. 20.—The last quar- 


ter century of wonderful development 
of the Standard Oil company probably 
will not be touched upon at all In the 
testimony of John D. Rockefeller, In 
his testimony in the government's 
suit to dissolve the so-called trust. 
Until a moment before the adjourn- 
ment yesterday there had been no In- 
timation that Mr. Rockefeller's direct 
narrative of his connection with the 
oil Industry from 1860 until the pres- 
ent time would be interrupted. 
He 


had told in greatest detail of the 
early days of the business and with 
almost equal expllcltness of the var- 
ious steps in his company's growth 
and development from that time until 
1882. At that point, however, almost 
without warning, his counsel called 
Mr. Rockefeller from the stand and 
announced that the direct examina- 
tion of the witness had been complet- 
ed. Today when counsel for the gov- 
ernment begins the cross examina- 
tion it is believed he will be forced 
to confine his questions. to the com- 
paratively early period described by 
Rockefeller in his story. It is likely, 
however, that the cross examination 
will be a searching one. 


Mr. Rockefeller was again on the 


witness stand when the hearing waa 
resumed today. His cross examina- 
tion was at onco began by Frank B. 
Kellogg, special assistant district at- 
torney. 


Kellogg Had an Idea. 


Mr. Kellogg said that tbe examina- 


tion would not only be confined to the 
period between 1862 and 1882, con- 
•cerning which Mr. Rockefeller gave 
evidence on his-direct 
examination, 


. tut would-cover also subsequent devel- 
opments which were connected direct- 
ly with those of the period described 
by Mr. Rockefeller. 


In response to questions about the 


hazardous nature of the oil business 
owing to the possibility of failure of 
supply, Mr. Rockefeller said that the 
production of crude oil in the Penn- 
sylvania field had steadily increased 
from 1862 to 1900. Mr. Kellogg read 
figures from an official report showing 
that the Pennsylvania field reached its 
highest point of production in 1900. 
Mr. Rockefeller denied that the sup- 
ply of crude oil had 
always 
been 


ample and asserted that it had fluctu- 
ated, but that the supply is larger now 
than when he was actively engaged 
in business. He was asked about the 
development o( oil fields in Ohio and 
Oklahoma, but said that he knew little 
about them as they had been actively 
worked since he retired from business. 
He described the drilling and produc- 
tion of oil as of the character of a 
mining business. 
He said it was the 


policy of his company to pay for its 
oil at the wells and that the larger 
part of the oil it refined was pur- 
chased from the producer. 


Calls Business Hazardous. 


"You 
have been prosperous since 


the beginning?" asked Mr. Kellogg. 


"Yes." 
"Dou you consider a business haz- 


ardous that on an original investment 
of 567,000.000 paid dividends amount- 
ing to $591.000.000 and has left a sur- 
plus of $300,00.1,000?" 


"I do not consider the amount of 


money made determines whether the 
business is Hazardous or not," said 
Mr. Rockefeller.

old friends and renew old acquaint- 
ances

entering the field of politics in New- 
York city, where he so long

sway, he has positively denied. It Is 
expected that Mr. Croker will remain 
in the TJnited States about six months 
and it is Hkely that a portion of that 
time will be spent in southern Cali- 
fornia.

New York, Nov. 20.—An explosion) 


of gas in a trench in Gold street, [ 
Brooklyn, in which a number of men 
were employed today, cost probably 
twenty lives and threw that section 
of the city into a panic. 
The force 


of the explosion shook down hundreds 
of tons of earth, stone and timber up- 
on the men at work at the bottom of 
the trench, fifty feet below the sur- 
face. Those who were not instantly 
killed were drowned in the great 
volume of water which poured in up- 
on them from, the broken mains or 
smothered by escaping gas. Some of 
the buried men also may have been 
burned in the fire that, followed the 
explosion. 
Among those 
who lost 


their lives were one woman and three 
children, who were passing through 
Gold street at the time of the explo- 
sion, and were carried down when 
the 
sidewalk 
collapsed 
into 
the 


trench. 


The others who lost their lives were 


men employed directly upon the work. 
They included Frederick W. Scheffi- 
meyer, a city Inspector of sewers, and 
Samuel W. Trout, foreman in charge 
of the carpenters and cement work- 
ers. 


Tried to Save Woman. 


Trout lost his life in an attempt to 


save the woman who was killed. He 
was caught under falling timbers and 
roasted to death. 


Many of the others were Italian 


workmen, some of whom were known 
to their employers only by numbers. 


A remarkable feature of the acci- 


dent was that four men who were 
working in the lower part of thc 
trench and who heard the first sound 
of the crumbling timbers, saved them- 
selves by crawling through a sewer 
pipe which led toward East river. 
These men were oblidged to make 
their way through water almost up 
to their necks before they reached a 
place of safety. 


Two more children who lived near 


the scene of the explosion have been 
reported to the police as missing and 
it is believed they were carried down 
into the excavations when the side- 
walks in Gold street collapsed. This 
makes five children who are believed 
to have lost their lives in the accident. 


Woman and Little Girls Perish. 
At least one woman and't.hree little 


girls are salt! by the police to have 
been swallowed 
up in 
the cave-in 


which followed the explosion. 
Four 


of the men who were buried in the 
cave-in are reported to have escaped 
by crawling through a sewer which 
opens into the East river. 


The explosion tore the street to 


pieces for rods on either side and the 
men who were working in an exca- 
vation for a big sewer pipe wero 
buried by the debris which fell in up- 
on them and are believed to have been 
smothered or burned to death in the 
fire that fpUowed. the .explosion. • 


Samuel Trout, who lived near the 


scene, lost his life in attempting to 
save a 
woman 
who was passing 


through Gold street at the time of the 
explosion and fell into the trench. 
Trout was caught by the flames from 
the 
blazing gas main and roasted 


alive. 


The woman was dragged out of the 


trench and saved by a boy. 


Were Digging a Trench, 


The workmen were digging a trench 


through Gold street for the installation 
of a 36-inch sewer pipe. The exca- 
vation was .to be nearly forty feet 
deep and-as the-laborers removed the 
earth .the walls had been shored up 
by .. large timbers. 
With 
Charles 


Schiffrneyer, a city inspector of sew- 
ers, overseeing the work this after- 
noon, the men were working', at the 
bottom of the trench when an accumu- 
lation of gas- from a main which had 
been accidentally broken, during the 
course of the work, exploded with tre- 
mendous force. 
• • 


Firemen and workmen from the city 


water department and the gas com- 
pany worked desperately together, in 
an effort to check the flow of the gas 
and water and to relievo the men who 
had been imprisoned. There seemed 
little hope, however .that any of those 
who had been .at work at the bottom 
of the trench could have escaped 
death. 
Nearly halt an hour's work 


was required to reach the body of 
Trout, who had been burned to death 
on the -surface of the street. 
The 


bodies of thc oDer men are believed 
to be liuried under tons of earth.

As an automobile engine, the new 


invention cannot be surpassed, it 
needs only one ignition and-would 
therefore do away with all the elec- 
tricala' ppliances used at present for 
this purpose. 
Mr. ITaney has'been 


working on' this project for several 
months arid although nble to make the 
engine work, was not able to deter- 
mine how it was'done and it was only 
after Prof. Young had m-iae a series 
of' tests on the engine extending over 
eight days' that a conclusion was ar- 
rived at. Prof. Young: slates that the 
engine.cannot be other than successful 
and is very desirous of holding stock 
in the company. 


The engine was admitted to patent, 


and the papers will 1m forthcoming 
within a few days.

Ignorance Without Cunning. 


LaDuke is not even possessed of 


tho cunning that sometimes accompa- 
nies Ignorance and that Is usually em- 
phasized on the witness stand. With 
all his legal ingei.ulty Judge R. K. 
Erwin in the course of his 
severe 


cross-examination could not lead him 
Into a pitfall, not because of any acu- 
men on the part of the witness, who 
never parried once, but for the reason 
that the fellow has'not the brains to 
concoct a lie nor the mind to adhere 
to one after he had concocted -it. 


To a less ignorant witness the cross- 


examination would have been a grill- 
ing, but to LaDuke it was not because 
during the whole course of the search- 
ing inquiry into his story he did not 
once lose his temper, did not once de- 
viate from lis story, although the ex- 
amining lawyer turned upon him his 
whole battery ot legal knowledge and 
experience. His testimony bore every 
earmark of truth. 


A great deal of time was necessarily 


given to the cross-examination for he 
said John Stout fired the shot that 
killed the marshal and the only hope 
of tho defense lies in its ability to 
weaken his testimony. The fact that 
he was on the stand attracted a crowd 
to tho court room during the day.

Nov. 20.—Tho Improve- 
ment of trade schools was the theme of 
today's discussion of the convention of 
the National Society for the Promotion of 
Industrial Education. 


M. W. Alexander, of Lynn, Mass., said 
that large manufacturers should have 
school rooms In their factories, and that 
small manufacturers who could not afford 
this should aid those in their employ- 
ment to study In public schools. Mr. Al- 
exander said It la a mistake to believe 
that boys under sixteen cannot learn 
trades and that many boys at fourteen 
are physically and mentally ready for 
such work. 


The paper of George N. Carman, of Chi- 
cago, made the point that technical edu- 
cation is quite a different matter from 
trade education. He said the technical 


work might precede or follow trade study 
but could not supplant it.

Defeat of the municipal ownership 


proposition in the special election at 
Ligonier, where the C. L. Olds Con- 
struction company, of Fort Wayne, ' 
liud begun tho erection of an electric : 
lighting plant under a contract with { 
the city, does not at all dismay the 
Fort Wayne contractors. 
Mr. Olds, | | 


president of the company, said today 
that he would at once get into the 
fiKht with an application for a fran- 
chise for a lighting system at Ligon- 
ier. 


When an election was held in Ligoii- 


ier last December the city by a inajor- 
Uy of nineteen votes gave an expres- 
lion in favor of municipal ownership. 
After lively competition tho contract 
for the construction of the city light- 
Ing plant was awarded to the Olds 
company. Material was hurried upon 
the ground and thn work was begun. 
Then It was discovered that the spe- 
cial election was probably illegal from 
the fact that sulllclent public notice 
had not been given as required by 
law, and another special election was 
declared necessary. 


As soon as the irregularity of the 


first election was discovered the Olds 
company stopped work upon tho plant. 
Much of the material had been as- 
sembled and some poles were' erected, 
but no buildings had been construct- 
ed. The Olds company merely await- 
ed the result of the second special 
flection, which was held Wednesday. 


. Tooling in the matter was at high 


tension, and the municipal ownership 
proposition was defeated by a major- 
ity of 72. 


Mr. Olds now says he will apply for 


a franchise which will permit him to 
construct and operate a lighting plant 
In Ligonier, and a number, of .other 
gentlemen will be associated with him 
In the enterprise. The Draper estate 
which has long operated an electric 
lighting plant in Ligonier, has done 
so-without a franchise, but its equip. 
sient is said to be badly out of date.

40 when he died. 


Decide* Not to Resign. 


"That was only a few months after 


I was first elected mayor. It was a 
great shock to me, as he seemed well 
and good for many years of active 
work. A question was put up to me 
to decide. Should 1 resign as mayor 
and take care of his estate? I decided 
that I would not. I had entered the 
fight in this city with certain Ideals 
before me. I wanted to fight privilege 
and special Interests, and I had al- 
ready decided to give up working for 
dollars. So I concluded to stay right 
here and do what I could to help my 
brother's children at long distance. 


"It would make a long story to tell 


all that I have done to keep up that 
estate. I'd rather not speak of it. Per- 
haps some may criticise me for the 
way I have gone ahead, but I know 
my dead brother wouldn't it he could 
speak today. Three or four 
years 


after his death Albert's widow mar 
rled Charles Ernest Bayne, a clever 
fellow. 
They're living in New York 


now.

WORLD CONDEMNS CASTRO. 


Press of All Lands .Agrees Trmt Ven- 


ezuela't President Is en International 
Nuisance That Some Power Should 
Abate. 
Apropos of tlie trouble between Cas- 


tro and the Dutch, the rim-American 
In Its current issue publishes comment 
from the newspapers of Europe and 
South America on Castro, his style of 
government and his method of dealing 
vith foreign powers and Interests. In 
Its own account the Tan-American 
Bays: 


"The result r>f the association of do- 


cent states with retrograde states is ] 
hurtful. 
One South American repub- 


lic has done more to blacken the char- 
ncter of and destroy the world's con- 
fidence in Latin-American republics 
than can be wiped out of the world's 
memory in inany decades.-This alleged: 


republic and Its kind should be black- 
listed commorcially and in all national 
dealings. Most of the important world 
powprs linre- already ostracized this 
'republic' for gocd and sufficient rea- 
sons. 
South American states would 


do well tn follow Europe's example." 


Neither La Trensa of Rio de Janeiro, 


the Herald of Busnos Aires nor Modern 
Mexico expresses any sympathy for 
Castro. Tlie last named paper advises 
him not to look for help from the 
United 
States should 
the Nether- 


lands government take radical action. 
Modern Mexico adds: "Castro would 
show sound sense by meeting the 
American government halfway in the 
matter of the American claims'. 
."But if he won't it is not likely, un- 


less, indeed, Castro is fatuous enough 
to'leave the United States government 
no-choice, that there will be war or 
even that that government will furnish 
to Venezuela nny reasonable excuse 
for 'complaining of a lack of interna- 
tional 'correctness'' on its part" 


An International Nuisance. 


From the London Times this quota- 


tion is given: "On ,ill available evi- 
dence the rule of Cipriano Castro has 
been and is a system of sheer brig- 
andage. 
The messages in which he 


belauds himself nnd his sway and as- 
sures the world, with all the extrava-1 
gance of Spanish-American rhetoric,' 
that he has made Venezuela great, j 
glorious and free are masterpieces of i 
impudent mendacity. But the man is j 
not only a ruthless and greedy tyrant j 
at home. He has long been an inter- 
national nuisance, and sooner or later, 
by one power or by another, that nui- 
sance will have to be abated." 


The Hasue Telejrraaf says: "The dis- 


pute is not of a private or commercial 
character, like previous difficulties be- 
tween Venezuela and the British, Ger-

and 
American governments, 


•which were more or less of a private 
nature, the object being to obtain sat- 
isfaction for a claim, which is not 
rande in the case of Holland.

question is rather one of sovereignty 
and rtational honor and is not suscep- 
tible of solution by means of arbitra- 
tion."

rope and America," says the Paris 
Temps.

pf 25 cents for twenty-fire words be- 
tween all points. On Teleposta deliv- 
ered at destination through the mails 
the rate Is 25 cents for fifty words, 
telecard* 10 centi for ten word*. 


One of the best descriptions of the 


Delany automatic system controlled 
by the Xelepost Is given In the report 
of the Franklin Institute, ju»t made 
pnblic, awarding Patrick B. Delany the 
Elliott Crtsson gold medal. In mak- 
ing this award,the Franklin Institute 
authorities describe the Delany sys- 
tem as "the latest development In au- 
tomatic telegraphy." 


The system embraces both electro- 


magnetic and electro-chemical methods 
of receiving messages and transmitting \ 
them by perforated tapes.
